ONDON, July 30.—Furious 
hand-to-hand encounters and 
\cavaliry dashes have succeeded 
massed infantry and artillery opera- 
tions along the 100-mile front in 
Volhynia and Northern Galicia which 
the Russians smashed yesterday. Ac- 
cording to Petrograd, the Russian 
advance all along the line is pro- 
ceeding, with the Teutonic forces 
rapidly falling back to new defenses 
near Kovel. 
Sen. Brussiloff’s troops now hold 
virtually the whole of the Stokhod 
line. Only at isolated places have 
the Germans and Austrians been able 
to hold out against the terrific on- 
slaughts of the last three days, and 


these they are expected to abandon 
as soon as the danger of flank or 


rear attacks becomes more pro- 


nounced. 

As was forecasted in these dis- 
patches yesterday, the wedge of steel 
which the Russians drove through 
the enemy’s lines at Hulevitchi, al- 
most due east of Kovel, has com- 
pelled the forces of Von Linsingen 
to withdraw from the salient formed 
to the south by the curve in the 
Stokhod. “The withdrawal had 
been planned for a long time,” is 
the naive admission made by Ber- 
lin tonight. The German statement 

announces the repulse with se- 
vere losses of Russian attacks along 
this whole front. 


SLAVS PUSH FORWARD. 


The Russian armies continue to 
push forward at the other points 
where the opening of breaches in 
the Teuton lines would seriously 
menace important districts and 
towns. Northwest of Buczacs, south | 
of Brody and in the direction of 
Stanisiau, the Austrian lines are be- 
ing subjected to the most powerful 
pressure and in spots have crumpled 
in before the Russian onslaughts. 
South of the Dniester, where the 
battle is on in earnest for the first 
time since the floods of early sum- 
mer prevented the continuation of 
actions, the Russian wave has flowed 
over the Austrian advanced lines and 
is pounding furiously at the sécond 
lines east of Tlumach. The double 
victory of the Czar’s troops at 
Brody and west of Lutsk, coupled 
with the renewed offensive of Gen. 
Letchiteky on the Dniester, has put 
Von Bothmer’s forces along the 
Stripa in a position from which 
they will have difficulty in extri- 
cating themselves if the warning Is 


the not heeded soon. Already, apparent- 


ly, the Austrians are exposed to flank 
assaults. In the north, Gen. Sakhar- 
off is nearer Lemberg than Von 
Bothmer, and only the speedy re- 
tirement of the latter toward the Ga- 
lician capital, with the defense of 
which he entrusted, can save him 
from rear attacks and possible en- 
velopment. 
THE REAL DANGER. 


The real danger to the Teutons in 
the Russians’ double drive lies in 
the interdependence of Kovel and 
Lemberg. As soon as one falls, noth- 
can save the other. Consequent- 
ly, the Austrians and Germans can- 
not concentrate their forces at one 
single point. They must confront 
the Russians with just as powerfal 
forces in front of Kovel as before 
Lemberg. Their defences must be 
just as strong on the line between 

ovel and Lemberg as at the towns 
themselves, for a front cannot break 
at one point without imperilling all 
other points. 

The joint Anglo-French attack 
was resumed on a seven-mile front 
north of the Somme this morning, 
and all along the line from Del- 
ville Wood to the river the Ger- 
mans were driven back from a quar- 
ter to half a mile. Desperate Ger- 
man counter-attacks were repulsed, 
all the ground taken was held, and 
as a result, tonight the British are 
holding lines to the east of the Wa- 
terlot farm and Trones Wood, just 
under the edge of Gulllemont, and 
the French have cleared Hem, the 
wood, the Monacu farm and quarry 
north of it, and have reached the 


outskirts of Maurepas. 


HONORS TO FRENCH. 

Tt was to the French that the 
bulk of the day’s honors fell. 
ing from their trenches in the early 
morning, they drove the Germans 
from a complete system of trenches 
five miles long and in places half 
a mile deep. There had been the 
usual heavy artillery preparation, 
and they found little left of the Ger- 
man trenches which they could turn 
to their own use. But they tmme- 
diately dug in and when the fierce 
counter-attacks came were ready 
and held firm. The fighting d re- 
ported as desperate, 
near the Monacu ‘farm, 
German losses were very heavy. 

The British were fighting over ter- 
ritory they had won and lost before. 
This time they were also ready for 
the counter-attacks and night found 
them holding all they had gained. 
The drive took them to the edge of 
Guillemont, which they had entered 
twice before.

It failed to dis- 
close the names of the men in the 
plot and it is not certain they can 
be obtained. However, it is under- 
stood the source is to be “tapped” 
again in the hope that some farther 
details may be secured which will 
ald in the arrest of the men in- 
volved. 

EXPERT THEORIES. 

Ordnance experts here advance 
two theories fespecting the cause of 
the explosions as follows: 

1—That a short circuit started a 
small fire within the warehouse of 
the National Storage Company which 
set off the explosives. 

2—That a bomb or infernal ma- 
chine was placed within the ware- 
house and was the primal cause ot 
the tragedy. 

It was pointed out by the experts 
that the reports showed first one 
small explosion and then others at 
intervals. This is the natural course 
of such catastrophes as experience 
indicates. Deducing from the little 
known, the experts say it is apparent 
the first explosion took place in the 
warehouse and the second among the 
railroad cars loaded with munitions. 
Burning pieces of wood or guncotton 
started fires on the barges and when 
the heat reached a certain point the 
dynamite on these vessels blew up. 

“It will be extremely difficult to 
get at the bottom of the cause of 
the horror,” said one high army 
official tonight. “I assume the ware- 
house was electrically lighted and if

TO ASCERTAIN CAUSE. 

It ts the purpose of the adminis- 
tration to uitilize all the forces of

sponsible. It is pointed out in these 
circles that it was greatly to the 
terest of the Germans, particular 
at this time, when such huge quan- 
tities of munitions are needed in or- 
der to permit the allied troops to 
continue their offensive, to prevent 
new supplies reaching the other side. 
There have been explosions in pow 
der factories and there have been 
bombs placed in the holds of ships. 
Washington would not be sur- 
prised should it develop that the 
explosion was caused by an agency

In his last annual address to Con- 
gress, President Wilson urged the en- 
actment of-—adequate Federal laws 
to deal with those who “have formed 
plots to destroy property and have 
entered into conspiracies against the 
neutrality of the government.”

MILLIONS. 


Two Persons Known to be Dead, While Scores are In- 
jured in New York Harbor Disaster, in Which im- 
munition for Allies Blows Up— Action of Barge in f 
Tying Near Dock Without Permission Investigated. -. 


EW YORK, July 30.——Proper- 

ty lows estimated at $25,000,- 

000 was caused early today by 
a series of terrific explosiogs of am- 
munition awaiting shipment to the 
Entente allies and stored on Black 
Tom Island, a small strip ‘of land 
jutting into New York Bay off Jer- 
sey City. The loss of life still was 
problematical tonight. It will not 
be determined definitely until there 
has been time to check up the em- 


ployees on the island and boats by 


moored nearby. 
Two are known to be dead and at 


least two more are missing. Scores 
of persons were injured, some of 
them probably mortally. 

The detonations, which were felt 
in five States, began with a continu- 
ous rapid fire of small shelis, the 
blowing up of great quantities of 
dynamite, trinitrotuluene and other 
high explosives, followed by the 
bursting of thousands of shrapnel 


shells which literally showered the 


surrounding country and waters for 
many miles around. 

Fire starting soon after the first 
great crash, which spread death and 
desolation in its wake, destroyed 
thirteen of the huge warehouses of 
the National Storage Company on 
Black Tom Island, in which were 
stored merchandise valued at de- 
tween $12,000,000 and $15,000,000. 
The flames, shooting into the clouds, 
were reflected against New York’s 
“sky line“ of towering office build- 
Ings, which only a few moments be- 
fore were shaken to their founda- 
tions as by an earthquake. Miles 
of streets ‘n Manhattan alone were 
strewn with broken glass and shat- 
tered signa.

CONTROL WORK. 
Engineer Regan will Tell 4 
Preliminary Plans. 


River Changes; Storage Plans 


Money Problems to be Given 
Experts Attention. 


Preliminary work in planning the 
$15,000,000-fiood control programme 
for the county, now in preparation 
by Flood Control Engineer Regan 
and his staff of experts, will require 
several months yet to complete, ac- 
cording to a report which will be 
submitted to the Board of Super- 
Visors today. The actual work for 
fiood control will probably not be 
started in the south end of the coun- 
ty until after the floods of next win- 
ter, he will state, as the Congres- 
sional bill appropriating $1,080,000 
for this work, with $500,000 addi- 
tional to be made availabie by the 
county as soon as this bill has been 
Passed, has not yet been signed by 
the President of the United States. 

In his report to the Board of Su- 
pervisors, Mr. Regan will comment 
on the scope of the work and the 
importance of the detail that must be 
applied to the preliminary surveys. 
He will state that “the foundation 
for such a work or investment 
should be laid so broad and upon 
seach sound lines that any detailed 
improvements or early expenditures 
shall all be expended as integral 
—5 in harmony with the ultimate 
work.” 

Mr. Regan, in outlining the prob- 
fore a complete set of plans can be 
fore a complete set of plans con be 
presented to the Supervisors, will 
state that, as the Flood Control Com- 
mission goes more deeply into the 
local situation, taking up the needs 
of each section of the rivers and 
their tributaries, the work unfolds 
itself so largely in detail, that at 
least three or maybe four months 
more will be necessary to complete 
the work of making plans, profiles 
and crogs sections of the work in 
each locality. 

NEW RIVER CHANNEL. 

However, the plans, profiles, cross 
sections and easements are now com- 
pleted for the Ballona Valley to the 
west of Los Angeles, and for the 
Gardena and Monte Vista valleys: 
the same items of study for the Ver- 
dugo, Glendale, Sycamore Canyon 
and Tropico localities are a little 
more than half completed: and an 
official channel has been selected for

Southland Inventors of Safety De- 
vices of Submarines Get Tempt- 
ing Offer From Warring Na- 
ing. Own Government

That foreign agents are interested 
in the invention of two local men, 
and have approached them with prop- 
pogitions to purchase theire patent 
rights, become known here yester- 
day, when Charles E. Beck, who, 
with his son, Harold, recently ob- 
tained basie patents on several novel 
Safety appliances for submarines 


made public a letter received several 


days ago from the Washington agent 
of one of the warring nations. 

Mr. Beck and his son, some time 
ago received basic patent rights 
and have approached them with pro- 
for devices to signal the position of 
a submarine when in trouble, and to 
obtain sufficient air from above the 
surface of the water, to supply the 
crew of the boast until assistance 
arrives. In addition the patent 
covers details of a detachable con- 
ning-tower or superstructure which 
can be brought to the surface by 
means of cables attached to the 
signal buoy, in event the submarine 
itself is so securely wedged in the 
sand as to prevent raising.

en’s boarding houses, homes for the 
aged, the Young Men's and Young 
Women’s Christian associations.

HE STATE REPUBLICAN CONFER- 
ENCE—THE REAL THING. 

Republican leaders in California have been 
tried in the crisis precipitated by a notort 
ously unfair election law and have not been 
found wanting. The spirit of deliberate but 
fearless action awakened by the Great 
Emancipator still lives; its latest man- 
festation was the-State wide conference in 
San Francisco Saturday afternoon that de- 
nounced in ringing tone the attempt of out- 
siders to debauch Republican primaries 
and gave a unanimous indorsement to the 
candidacy of Willis H. Booth, a stalwart 
Republican, for the office of United States 
Senator. It was a real Republican confer- 
ence, straightforward and uncompromising. 
' Gov. Johnson's reputed strength in Re- 
publican ranks failed to materialize. His 
satellites are already crying that it was 
a “packed conference.” Yes, packed if you 
will have it so, but by fearless, loyal Re- 
publicans. The packing was done two 
years ago when every one of those who 
voted in that conference was elected in « 
State-wide election. They were pledged to 
no candidate; selected by no faction; but 
were the women and men who were elected 
as the State and county committeemen for 
the purpose of guarding the interests of 
the Republican party in the State. 

William H. Crocker, Republican national 
committeeman, was there; Francis V. 
Keesling, chairman of the Republican 
State Cgntral Committee, was there; more 
than 500 State or county committeemen 
were present in person and nearly 700 
others were represented by legally executed 
proxies. About 1200 of the 1350 committee 
men in the State were represented. That 
their action was unanimous is conclusive 
proof that the Republican voters of the 
State are overwhelmingly in favor of Willis 
H. Booth as the Republican Senatorial can- 
didate. . 

Mysterious hints of messages from Re 
publican leaders in the Bast asking Calf 
fornia Republicans to support Johnson for 
the Senate proved to be the veriest canards. 
The Republican leaders are unanimous, on 
the other hand, in their desire that only 
Republicans shall be nominated in Repub 
lican primaries. They desire that Pro- 
gressives returning to the Republican fold 
shall be openly received and made wel- 
come; but only those coming back as Re- 
publicans. They have no desire to see the 
name Republican used as a mask to con- 
Ceal Progressives and Democrats, and they 
would no more ask the Republicans to vote 
for Mr. Johnson, the Progressive candidate 
for Senator, than for Mr. Patton, the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 

While attending the Progressive conven- 
tion in Chicago, after his angling for a 
Republican Vice-Presidential nomination 
had brought him only personal humiliation, 
the Governor was quoted as responding to 
a request to send a message to the Repub- 
lican convention: “The only message I 
have to send to a Republican convention is 
to ‘go to bell.“ On another day he was 
quoted as saying, “Others can do as they 
like but I shall not be found standing in 
the Republican bread line begging for 
favors.” 

Only a Progressive of the Johnsonian 
stamp would be openly seeking the suf- 
frage of Republican voters after such utter- 
ances. But he has seen the people of Call- | 
fornia follow him through so many weird 
inconsistencies durine the last six vears 
that he imagines, like Napoleon, that he is 
invincible. In this instance, however, he 
has rendered a valuable service to the Re 
publican party; just as the patriotism of 
A people is roused to its highest pitch by a 
foreign invasion, so is the militant fighting 
spirit of the Republican party thoroughly 
awakened by the attempted Progressive 
raid. In his address to the conference after 
receiving its indorsement Mr. Booth char 
acterized these raiders as “bogus Republi- 
cans.” Their professed Republican senti- 
ment is avowedly counterfeit; the baseness

HE TAX OUTRAGE. 

With the “uniform” appraisal valuation 
that the assessors have been talking about 
80 long at last run to cover, and with the 
arduous labors of the boards of equalization 
to all intents and purposes at an end, the tax 
situation in Los Angeles has at last come to 
a point where it can be analyzed and dis- 
cussed in terms understandable to the aver- 
age property owner. The grand total as- 
sessed valuation Omonoperative property of 
all kinds in Los Angeles city settled upon 
by both the city and county assessors is ap- 
proximately $487,000,000. This grand total, 
it is now apparent, will not be affected to any 
noticeable degree by the findings of the 


Council and Board of Supervisors sitting as 


equalizers, the actual changes made for the 
many individual complainants against the 
distributed assessments weighing but little 


in comparison with the great mass of valu- 


ations. 

The uniform total announced by the two 
assessors, representing as it does an in- 
crease of 21 per cent. over the County A8 
sessor’s 1915 figures and of 15 per cent. over 
those of the City Assessor for last year, will 
have to stand. Likewise, the individual as- 
sessments distributed by the triple agencies 
of the City and County Assessors’ offices 
and the so-called “Joint Bureau of Ap 
praisal” will have to remain put, excepting 
in the cases where they have been altered 
by the equalization bodies. Puzzled and 
worried though the property owners at large 
are over the unexpected valuation increases 
that have been registered against their hold- 
ings at a time when real estate is stationary 
and property incomes uncertain, there is 
now nothing they can do to change them. 
There is just this much about it, however— 
the public is at last down to brass tacks (so 
to speak) on the tax proposition and as a 
public is now in a position to get some direct 
action for relief. 

The work of the assessors, whether it 
done fairly and well or botched, has to do 
only with the distribution of assessments. 
Whether this year’s widely-heralded and sup- 
posedly highly scientific special labor of 
“equalization” has, as is freely charged by 
many students of property values, resulted 
only in a more widely spread inequality of 
appraisements or, as is stoutly maintained 
by some of the public officials, actually 
brought about on the whole a more equable 
apportionment of the forthcoming burdens 
of taxation, it is not the assessors who say 
how much money must be raised by taxes. 
The assessors, having fixed the values, are 
through. Many of their highly complicated 
explanations about this year’s appraisals 
and the “influences” affecting values have 
been entirely too scientific for the average 

ind accustomed to thinking of property in 

rms of buying and selling possibilities 
rather than “unit feet” and logarithms, but 
those values, nevertheless, are fixed unalter- 
ably for this year. These valuations set by 
the assessors determine what minutely 
fractional proportion of the total tax levies 
for city and county each individual property 
owner of Los Angeles will have to pay and 
even enable him to decide whether or no he 


1 is getting the worst of it by comparison 


with other realty holders, but they do not 
settle the question of what the taxes will be. 

The Board of Supervisors and the City 
Council are now working on the budgets 
which alone will determine what the city 
and county will call upon the taxpayers as 
a whole to pay for this year’s public ex- 
penses. Unless these official bodies have 
the common sense to retrench to the limit 
or are compelled by taxpayers whom they 
are supposed to serve to thus cut down ex- 
penditures, there can be no such thing as 
relief. Even were the boards of equaliza- 
tion to keep on sitting until the day the tax 
collectors began pressing their demands, the 
utmost they could accomplish would be to 
keep on shifting the burdens of taxation 
from the shoulders of part of the taxpayers 
onto those of the others. It would still be 
merely a question of who would have to 
bear the brunt of whatever burden might be 
imposed upon the community by the budget 
makers. | 

There is but little evidence that the ma- 
jority of the public officials of the city and 
county have the business perception to see 
the necessity for retrenchment which is so 
plain to every practical business man in Los 
Angeles. It is unfortunate, but true, alas, 
that the property owners and voters gener 


ally in this city have not as yet seemed to 
realize the absolute folly of entrusting the 
public’s business to politicians who do not 


know the first principles of business manage- 


ment. Private corporations have been eut- 
ting down the overhead during the dull ti 
of the past few years because those at 
helm know that this is the-only sensible 
procedure under such circumstances. Busi- 
ness men know when to let up, when to cut 
and trim. They rest, take stock, and think 
ahead when financial storms threaten or 
when their business is becalmed. As a re- 
sult, they are prepared to go briskly ahead 
unincumbered by needless debts when times 
are again auspicious. Not so the public offi- 
cials is community of ours. Most of 
them appear to be blind to facts, conditions, 
expediencies and necessities apparent to the 
merest tyro in private business life. They 
go right along with their money-spending 
programmes as tthough the taxpaying public 
had given them carte blanche to spend all 
they chose. They make wry faces every 
time economies are suggested to them by 
more practical advisers. They hem and 
haw and explain. In this amateurishness 
they miss the point entirely. 3 
That is the situation as it stands today. 
The time has come when there should be 
brought to bear an unmistakable public 
pressure on these stubbornly foolish public 
servants. Let them either make good and 
do the right, the sensible thing, or get out! 
There is no other solution!

Broadening Scope to Work in 
the Shasta Belt. 
Afterthought to Build Big 
Extraction Plant. 


Expansion is Ruling Word at 
Other Large Mines. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

REDDING, July 28.—The After- 
thought Copper Company has com- 
pleted arrangements for the con- 
struction of a large plant at its hold- 
ings near Ingot. It is stated by of- 
ficials that financing of the com- 
pany for extensive operations 
has been practically completed and 
that within a few months the prop- 
erty will be turning out large quan- 
tities of copper and zinc. 

The new plant will embody «a 
process developed by the company’s 
experts and is expected to make a 
high extraction of copper and sinc 
at a low cost. 

That the Balaklala Copper Com- 
pany will make another effort to op- 
erate its mine along broad lines if 
the plants of the Mammoth Copper 
and Afterthought companies prove 
efficient, is the news received here 
from Boston. At present the com- 
pany is sending 300 tons of selected 
ore to the Mammoth smelter each 
day, but is unable to operate on a 
scale commensurate with the great- 
ness of the ore reserves.

Pasteurized milk is milk 
which has been subjected to a heat of 
145 des., Fahrenheit, for twenty min- 
utes. It vonstitutes the greater per- 
centage of the milk supply of the 

ty. The raw division comprises 
all the retail dairies, which produce 
and deliver milk directly to the con- 
sumer. 

The dairies receiving the 
ratings in the four divisions are as 
follows: Certified, Arden Dairy, 
$3.56; special, Elliott Brant Rancho, 
94.2: Pasteurized, Cresce 
Dairy, 91; raw, Murray .

Box and Enjoy Feed. 


5 Thief Robs Home as 
Neighbors Watch. 


Cheese served as maske for the 
finger tips of daring safe crackers 
who pried their way into the store 
of the P. H. Powers Grocery Com- 
pany, No. 1968-60 East First street, 
early yesterday, dynamited the safe, 


a tarpaulin as a tablecloth, and 
feasted on the edibles they found in 
the show cases. 

They ate: Two loaves of bread, au- 
teen cookies, three cans of sardines, 
two cakes, a half a cheese, six cans 
of peaches, a bottle of marmalade, 
a five-pound box of candy. And they 
earned the name of “grape juice 
burglars” by consuming a half doz- 
en pint bottles of that beverage. 

They secured $120 in cash from 
the register and checks for $890.
